| Charging A ‘Goalkeeper 


Lawfully 


JQUEVERAL Service referees, who have 
recently arrived in the Colony, have 
}been struck by the fact, that goalkee- 
pers are seldom charged in Lengue 
games here and’ that in some. cases - 
when they. aré the opposing ‘players 
are generallypulled up for dangerous | 
play! .. ; ae 


* While it is most desirable that 


| goalkeepers should be protected as far 


as possible and they aré privileged 
persons if their own areas when not 
im possegsion’ of the ball, there are 
several occasions however, when they 
can be legitimately charged. 

The laws of the game state that a 
goalkeeper may be charged when in 
possession of the ball; wilfully ob- 
structs an opponent; and when out 
of his goal area; but-in the. Colony 
goalkeepers infringing these rules 
have so far escaped, in most cases, the 
attentions of the opposing forwards. 
Players’ are often rightly pulled up 
for kicking or trying to. kick the ball 
from: the goalkeepers’s-hands and this 
act cones under dangerous play, but 
there: is nothing to ‘prevent. charging 
the goalkeeper if the charge is not a 
dangerous one. . = 


While’ on the question of charging, 
many referees habitually penalise 
players for charging neither violently 
nor, dangerously, and- attention must 


‘|be called “to “the note on the laws of’ 


the game, where it-is. atated that it 
is not intended to penalise ALL 
charging. It is ‘permissible as: long 
as, in the opinion:of the Referee,’ it is 
fair and.the players concerned are at- 
tempting to play the bali, ;
